Satisfactory real estate dealings without the assistance of an agent are impossible 
in nine cases out of ten. 

Putting it pretty strong ? 

If you think so just consider the matter as outlined by a local business man (not 
in the real estate business) the other day: 

Suppose a stranger with an aversion to agents comes to purchase property here. Unless he wants to he “skinned” there are 
a lot of things on which he wants to be posted. 

The chances are the stranger will not know the water situation and it has often happened that such persons have bought property 
without the water stock which they should have received with it. 

The stranger will not know where the water mains are laid, taking it for granted there are pipes in all streets. It cost one man who 

bought “direct” $250 to get water to his lots and still he paid as much for his property as if he had bought through an agent. 

The stranger will not be posted on street work proceedings and outstanding street improvement bonds, city taxes and other liens which 
may encumber the property. 

If the seller is honest he will not cover up any of these things. But what assurance has the stranger that the seller is any more honest 
than the average realty agent ? 

The matter of commissions frighted some buyers, but who ever heard of a property owner really taking the amount of the agent’s com¬ 
mission from the price of his property because he was selling direct? The chances are the seller will size up as an “easy mark” the man who 
is afraid of agents and add something to the price asked, while the agent would have it listed at a fixed price. 

Just as many advantages are offered to the man with property to sell as to the buyer. In the first place the seller gets the 

benefit of the general advertising done by the agent, as well as the specific advertising which he made do for the property. 

The agent has probably 25 chances to sell, to the one chance that comes to the buyer. 

The seller is protected against the wiles of unscrupulous buyers by employing a reliable agent. 

Both parties are protected by the agent’s knowledge of the proper way to draw up papers, securing abstracts of title, escrowing and the 
handling of encumbrances. 

Who are the people who fight shy of agents? Usually persons of little experience in handling property. They may have had an un¬ 
pleasant experience with some agent. The remedy is not to condem all agents but to select a reliable one for their next deal. 

Practically all the big deals are handled through agencies. It is a common saying that Southern California has been built up by its real 
estate agents. 

Reliable agents (the only kind considered above) are an asset to a town. It is their business to be boosters and to advance the 
property interests of the town in every way possible.
